A  letter  was  read  from  Mr  J.  D.  Marshall,  of  Rhysnant 
Hall,  Llanymynech,  offering  to  present  the  institution  with 
a  wireless  installation,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  Mr  Marshall  for  same. 

The  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1926  and  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  were  presented  and 
adopted. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  Powis,  seconded  by  Dr.  J. 
Howell  Evans,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  Board  of 
Management  for  their  services. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  was  presented,  and  Mr  J. 
Bancroft  Willans  was  appointed  a  Trustee  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Sir  Edward  Pryce- 
Jones,  Bart. 
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Resolved:  That  Mr  David  Davies,  M.P.,  be  re-elected 
President,  with  the  thanks  of  the  Governors. 

•  Resolved  :  That  Mr  C.  W.  Norton  be  re-elected  Hon. 
I  reasurer,  with  the  thanks  of  the  Governors. 

Resolved  :  That  Mr  A.  T.  Benbow  be  re-elected  Auditor, 
with  the  thanks  of  the  Governors. 

Resolved  :  That  the  members  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff 
be  accorded  a  vote  of  thanks  for  their  services,  and  that 
they  be  re-elected,  with  the  addition  of  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Smith 
as  an  Hon.  Medical  Officer. 

The  Members  of  the  Board  of  Management  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  statement  of  the  Whist 
Championship  Competition  for  the  season  1926-27,  and 
handed  in  a  cheque  for  the  proceeds,  £330  Is  5d. 

Dr.  J.  Howell  Evans  delivered  an  interesting  address 
to  the  Governors,  and  was  heartily  thanked  for  same. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr  David  Davies  for 
presiding  at  the  meeting.

FIFTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 

OF  MANAGEMENT. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  the  59th  Annual  Report  and  the  audited 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1926. 

In-patients. — The  number  of  In-patients  admitted 
during  the  year  was  279,  as  against  276  in  1925.  These 
included  25  accident  cases,  5  war  pensioners,  and  69  school 
children  who  were  operated  upon  for  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  In  addition  to  the  last  mentioned,  64  sur¬ 
gical  operations  were  performed,  many  of  which  were  of  a 
serious  nature.  The  average  number  of  patients  resident 
daily  throughout  the  year  was  24.5,  as  against  23.5  in  the 
previous  year.  The  average  number  of  days  each  patient 
was  resident  was  32.9  as  against  31.3  in  1925. 

The  average  total  cost  of  each  in-patient  was  £8  14s 
3^d,  showing  the  slight  increase  of  2s  lfd,  and  the  average 
cost  of  each  in-patient  per  week  was  £1  17s  2-Jd,  or  Is  4£d 
less  than  the  figure  in  1925. 

Out-patients. — As  against  522  in  the  previous  year, 
567  new  patients  were  admitted  in  the  Out-patient  Depart¬ 
ments,  representing  70  surgical  and  medical,  415  Eye,  Ear 
and  Throat,  and  82  Electrical  Massage  and  X-ray  cases. 
Fourteen  operations  were  performed  upon  Out-patients. 
There  was,  however,  a  marked  decrease  in  the  numbers  of 
Out-patients’  attendances,  which  fell  from  4,048  to  2,856. 
This  is  accounted  for  principally  bv  the  diminution  in  the 
number  of  War  Pensioners  requiring  massage  and  electrical 
treatment. 

Although  the  total  cost  of  each  out-patient  worked  out 
at  £1  Is  5d,  being  Is  9d  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
average  total  cost  per  attendance  increased  from  3s  Od  to 
4s  3d,  a  natural  consequence  of  the  standing  expenses  of 
the  Out-patient  Departments  being  apportioned  to  the 
reduced  number  of  attendances. 

Funds. — The  total  ordinary  expenditure  was  £2,976  16s 
8d,  as  against  £2,963  8s  8d  in  1925,  and  the  total  ordinary 
income  was  £2,622  18s  Id  as  against  £3,013  14s  7d.  The 
Board  regret  to  note  the  serious  decrease  in  the  latter,  but 
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they  have  some  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  the  voluntary 
income  has  not  changed  materially,  the  principal  cause  of 
the  reduction  being  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  fees 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  through  not  so 
many  ex-service  men  now  requiring  treatment.  Annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  amounted  to  £496  17s  6d,  as  compared  with 
£483  3s  6d.  A  welcome  addition  to  the  subscription  list 
was  made  by  the  Prudential  Assurance  Co.,  who  agreed  to 
contribute  £20  per  annum  towards  the  support  of  a  cot  in 
the  Children’s  Wards.  General  donations  totalled  £20  2s 
as  against  £23  6s  6d.  From  Pox  Collections  and  Workers’ 
Contributions  the  sum  of  £171  5s  2d  was  received,  as 
against  £200  19s  lOd.  In  this  connection  additional  income 
is  expected  in  the  future  through  the  Welsh  Hospitals 
Contributions  Scheme  adopted  by  the  Employees  of  the 
Great  Western  Railway.  Contributions  from  Places  of 
Worship  amounted  to  £123  15s  lOd.  or  within  2s  2d  of  the 
previous  year.  Again  the  Board  have  to  acknowledge  the 
substantial  help  afforded  from  Entertainments,  etc.,  pro¬ 
moted  in  aid  of  the  funds ;  although  showing  a  drop  of 
£64  9s  8d,  the  handsome  amount  of  £502  3s  8d  was  handed 
over.  The  items  included  :  County  Infirmary  Whist  Cham¬ 
pionship,  1925-26,  £280 ;  Flower  and  Flag  Day,  sue^ess- 

■  organized  by  Mrs  Edward  Powell.  £101  Is  ;  Cardiff 
Citv  Football  Match,  £73  19s  lOd  :  Infirmary  Football  Cup 
Competition,  £17  10s  lid;  Newtown  Bowling  Club  Com¬ 
petition,  £17  2s  lOd  ;  Newtown  Ladies’  Bowling  Club 
Competition,  £5 ;  Concert  bv  Berriew  School  Children. 
£4  4s  0d. 

The  year’s  income  from  invested  property  was  £385 
Is  Id,  and  the  receipts  in  respect  of  the  treatment  and 
maintenance  of  patients  were  £900  16s  6d. 

The  Extraordinarv  Income  consisted  of  the  balance  of 
the  grant  from  the  North  Wales  Trust  Fund,  £56  2s  6d. 
An  item  of  extraordinarv  expenditure  occurred  through  the 
erection  of  a  garage  for  the  motor  ambulance  at  a  cost 
of  £54,  provided  from  the  Building  and  General  Purposes 
Reserve  Fund. 

The  Board  greatly  regret  to  find  that  during  the  year 
1926  expenditure  on  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the 
Infirmary  has  exceeded  the  income  by  £298  17s  Id,  and 
;  Gat,  after  deducting  the  small  balance  of  £29  17s  9d  carried 
forward  from  the  previous  year,  there  is  a  deficiency  of 
°68  19s  4d  on  the  Revenue  Account  as  shown  in  the 
Balance  .Sheet.  Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  Boaid  have 


already  had  to  face  exceptional  expenditure  found  to  be 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  lighting  and  heating  of 
the  hospital  premises.  To  meet  this  and  the  deficiency 
carried  forward  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  during  the 
current  year  to  seek  increased  and  wider  sources  of  income. 
The  Board,  however,  recognising  the  support  which  has 
always  been  forthcoming  to  meet  past  needs,  confidently 
look  forward  to  further  appreciation  of  the  institution  being 
expressed  in  a  practical  forjm,  as  the  only  alternative 
would  be  the  limitation  of  the  beneficent  work  now  under¬ 
taken. 

Appeals  Fund. — The  donations  to  the  Appeals  Fund 
were :  Llandinam  Band,  £10 ;  Llandinam  Parish  Council 
(Soldier’s  Comforts  Fund),  £8;  the  League  of  Mercy,  £4; 
and  from  grateful  Patients,  £50  9s.  After  providing  grants 
towards,  prizes,  etc.,  for  competitions  promoted  in  aid  of 
the  Infirmary,  the  balance  of  the  Fund  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  £12  3s  Id. 

Endowment  Fund — There  were  no  additions  to  the 
Endowment  Fund  during  the  year,  and  the  total  invest¬ 
ments  were  reduced  £150  by  the  loss  on  realisation  of 
freehold  property. 

Maternity  Wards. — Towards  the  accomplishment  of 
their  long  deferred  ambition  to  provide  Maternity  Wards, 
the  Board  confidently  look  forward  to  the  financial  assist¬ 
ance  expected  from  the  Montgomeryshire  Hospitals  Appeal 
promoted  by  their  President,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  enable 
them  to  complete  the  scheme  which  for  some  time  past 
they  have  had  under  consideration.  The  governors  are 
assured  that  if  the  capital  outlay  can  be  met,  the  Board 
will  do  their  utmost  to  provide  and  maintain  a  maternity 
department  worthy  of  the  County  Infirmary,  although  it 
should  be  pointed  out  that  this  will  greafy  add  to  the 
expense  of  carrying  on  the  Institution.  On  St.  David’s 
Day,  1928,  the  Infirmary  will  complete  60  years  of  service 
to  the  public.  No  more  appropriate  or  worthier  memorial 
of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  institution  could  be  found 
than  the  extension  of  its  accommodation  in  the  provision  of 
Maternity  Wards. 

Obituary — The  Board  regret  to  record  the  demise 
during  the  year  of  Sir  Edward  Pryce- Jones,  Bart., 
a  Vice-President  and  Trustee;  Colonel  G.  Whitley 
Owen,  a  Vice-President ;  Mr  Edward  Elwell,  a  Vice- 
President ;  Mr  Richard  Morgan,  the  last  of  the  original 
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members  of  the  Board  of  Management ;  and  Mr  W.  L. 
Davies,  another  member  of  the  Board. 

General — the  Board  have  had  to  iface  dillicul ties 
which  have  arisen  during  the  year  owing  to  the  Coal  Crisis 
and  also  in  the  matter  of  the  Water  Supply.  In  respect  to 
the  Water  Supply,  a  question  arose  between  the  Urban 
Dist  rict  Council  and  the  Board  in  regard  to  future  charges. 
1  he  Council,  discovering  that  their  powers  did  not  allow  of 
an  increase  in  the  existing  charges,  applied  for  a  provisional 
order  granting  them  extended  powers.  The  Board  un¬ 
successfully  opposed  the  application,  and  if  the  Council 
fully  exercise  their  extended  powers,  it  will  undoubtedly 
penalise  the  funds  of  the  Institution  and  thereby  cripple 
its  usefulness.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  no  such  course 
will  be  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Thanks. — The  Board  desire  to  express  their  thanks  for 
the  numerous  gifts  received  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  one 
of  the  most  acceptable  being  170  lbs.  of  wool  from  several 
farmers,  the  manufacture  of  which  into  blankets  was  gener¬ 
ously  undertaken  by  Mr  Harry  Leach.  The  Hon.  Medical 
Staff,  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  have  served  the  insti¬ 
tution  with  devotion.  The  Board  desire  to  express  their 
grateful  thanks  to  them  as  well  as  to  all  supporters  who 
have  assisted  in  carrying  on  the  good  work  which  the 
Hospital  has  accomplished.

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Rules  and  Regulations 

OF  THE 

MONTGOMERY  COUNTY  INFIRMARY 


I.  — This  Institution  shall  b©  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  “  Montgomery  County  Infirmary.”  Its  object  shall 
be  the  treatment  of  accidental  injuries,  and  such  other  surgical 
and  medical  cases  as  the  Board  of  Management  may  decide  to 
admit. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  GOVERNORS  AND  VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

II.  — All  donors  of  £10  at  one  time  shall  be  Governors  for  the 
subsequent  five  years,  and  all  donors  of  £50  at  one  time  shall 
be  Governors  for  life. 

III.  — Any  person  individually  subscribing  £5  5s.  Od.  annually, 
or  making  a  donation  of  £50,  shall  be  a  Vice-President. 

IV.  — All  subscribers  of  £1  Is.  or  upwards,  annually,  shall  be 
Governors  during  payment. 

V.  — The  Clergyman,  Minister,  or  other  person  representing 
any  place  of  worship,  or  any  charity,  body  corporate,  society, 
club,  mill,  factory,  or  workshop,  subscribing  £1  Is.  or  upwards, 
annually,  shall  become  a  Governor  during  payment,  the  name 
of  the  representative  to  be  sent  with  the  subscription. 

VI.  — An  executor,  or  administrator  of  any  person  who  has 
heretofore  bequeathed,  or  may  hereafter  bequeath,  the  sum  of 
£50  to  the  Institution,  may  be  a  Governor  for  life,  if  appointed 
by  a  meeting  of  Governors  ;  but  only  one  person  can  be  ap¬ 
pointed  for  each  bequest. 

VII.  — The  Governors,  at  any  annual  meeting  or  special  meet¬ 
ing,  or,  in  case  of  urgency,  the  Board  of  Management,  at  any 
ordinary  or  special  meeting,  by  resolution  agreed  to  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  Governors  or  Members  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  present  at  such  meetings  respectively,  shall  be  empowered, 
if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  elect  Governors  and  grant  recom¬ 
mendations  in  regard  to  other  donations  or  subscriptions  to 
which  any  condition  may  be  attached. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

VIII. —  All  annual  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance, 
and  due  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

IX. — Every  annual  subscriber  of  10s.  6d.  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  two  out-patients. 

Every  annual  subscriber  of  £1  Is.  or  upwards  shall  be  entitled 
to  recommend  one  in-patient  and  two  out-patients,  or  three  out¬ 
patients  for  the  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Department,  in  respect  of 
every  £1  Is.  subscribed. 
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Donations  of  £10  and  upwards  to  the  Management  Fund  shall 

entitle  the  donors  to  recommend  annually  for  the  subsequent 
■five  years  One  In-patient  and  Two  Out-patients  in  respect  of 
everv  £10  given,  and  donations  of  £50  and  upwards  shall  en¬ 
title  the  donors  to  equal  privileges  annually  for  life. 

A  Governor  under  Rule  V.  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  re¬ 
commendations  as  an  annual  subscriber  of  the  like  amount,  and 
each  Medical  Officer  to  the  same  as  an  annual  subscriber  of 
£5  5s.  to  the  Management  Fund  and  of  £1  Is.  to  the  Eye,  Ear, 
and  Throat  Department. 

A  Governor  under  Rule  VI.  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
recommendations  as  an  annual  subscriber  of  £1  Is.  to  the  Man¬ 
agement  Fund. 

X.  — Each  recommendation  to  the  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  De 
partment  shall  be  available  for  four  consecutive  monthly  attend 
ances,  and  each  recommendation  to  the  ottier  Departments 
shall  be  available  for  four  weeks’  treatment. 

XI.  — If  a  donor  be  also  an  annual  subscriber,  he  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  recommend  in  respect  of  both  donation  and  subscription. 

XII.  — Governors  and  Subscribers  shall  be  permitted  to  ex¬ 
change  unused  In-patient  Recommendations  for  Out-patient 
forms  for  the  same  year,  in  proportion  of  two  Out-patient  forms 
for  each  In-patient  form. 

GENERAL  RULES  FOR  ALL  MEETINGS  OF  GOVERNORS. 

XIII.  — The  chair  shall  be  taken  at  all  annual  or  special  meet¬ 
ings  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  or,  in  their  absence,  by  one  of  the  Governors  voted 
to  the  chair.  The  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote  in  cases 
of  equality  of  votes,  in  addition  to  his  vote  as  a  Governor. 

XIV.  — All  elections  and  questions  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  Governors  present,  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a 
show  of  hands,  or  ballot,  as  may  be  determined  by  those  present. 
Ladies  having  the  qualification  of  Governors,  and  subscribers 
whose  domiciles  shall  be  situate  more  than  five  miles  from  the 
Infirmary,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy  to  be 
duly  delivered  to  the  chairman  of  the  meeting.  This  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

XV.  — No  Governor  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
unless  he  shall  have  paid  his  first  donation  or  annual  subscrip¬ 
tion  before  such  election,  and  no  Governor  whose  subscription 
is  more  than  twelve  months  in  arrear  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
upon  any  question. 

XVI.  — A  General  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors  shall  be  held 
on  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  such  date  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Management.  At  such  meeting  a 
general  statement  of  accounts  and  balance  sheet  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  made  up  and  duly  audited  to  the  previous  ffist  day  of 
December,  or  to  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Management  may 
direct,  shall  be  submitted  fur  approval,  and  also  a  report  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  and  of  the  number  of  patients  admitted  and  dis¬ 
charged  during  the  then  preceding  year,  snail  be  presented,  and 
afterwards  printed  and  circulated  amongst  the  subscriber*. 
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XVII. — The  Governors  shall,  at  each  General  Annual  Meeting, 
elect  a  President,  40  Governors  to  act  on  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  who  shall  be  elected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Rule 
XVIII,  an  Honorary  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  and  the  Medical 
and  such  other  Officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  following  General  Annual  Meeting. 

XVIII. — A  Governor  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  a  Governor 
for  election  on  the  Board  of  Management,  but  all  nominations 
must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  nominator,  and  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  two  clear  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
at  which  the  election  takes  place.  All  retiring  Members  oi  the 
Board  of  Management,  if  eligible,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
nominated  for  re-election.  At  each  Annual  Meeting  a  list  of 
nominations  shall  be  handed  to  each  Governor  present  in 
person,  who  shall  ballot  for  the  election  upon  the  Board  oi 
Management  of  twenty  persons  representing  the  parishes  of 
Newtown  and  Llanllwchaiarn  and  twenty  persons  representing 
other  districts. 

XIX. — Any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  resignation  or  other¬ 
wise  in  the  Office  of  President,  Hon.  Treasurer  or  Hon. 
Auditor,  may  be  filled  up  at  a  special  meeting  of  Governors 
called  for  that  purpose. 

XX.  — No  new  Rule  may  be  made,  nor  any  existing  Rule  altered 
or  repealed,  except  at  a  General  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Govern¬ 
ors,  when  previous  notice  has  been  given  of  the  intention  to 
propose  same,  in  the  advertisement  calling  the  meeting,  or  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Governors  called  for  that  purpose. 

XXI.  — The  General  Annual  Meeting  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  Medical  Board. 

XXII.  — Seven  days’  notice  of  each  Annual  or  Special  Meeting 
of  Governors,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  be 
given  by  advertisement  in  two  local  newspapers.  Seven 
Governors  shall  form  a  quorum. 

XXIII. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Governors  may  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary  as  provided  by  Rule  XXII  on  the  authority 
of  a  requisition  signed  by  the  President,  or  by  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  or  by  five  Governors,  stating  the 
object.  No  business  shall  by  transacted  which  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  notice. 

THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

XXIV.  — The  Board  of  Management  shall  consist  of  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  40  Governors  referred  to  in  Rule 
XVII.,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  the  Members  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

XXV.  — The  Board  shall  meet  weekly  in  the  Board-room  on 
such  day  and  hour  as  the  Board  may  appoint,  the  first  meeting 
to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Governors,  or,  in  default,  on  the  Friday  following  the  day  of 
the  appointment  of  the  Committee,  at  11  a.m.,  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  Board  shall  have  the  power,  in  its  discretion,  of  appointing 
a  Chairman  and  a  Vice-Chairman  for  the  year  of  its  meetings 
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Three  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Board  shall  regulate  the 

admission  and  discharge  of  patients,  and  the  management  of  the 
Infirmary.  It  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  delegate 
any  of  its  powers  to  committees  appointed  by  it.  It  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  and  discharge  all  paid  officers  and  servants  on 
such  terms  as  it  shall  deem  advisable.  It  may  enter  into  con¬ 
tracts  with  tradesmen  for  the  supply  of  provisions,  medicines,  and 
other  articles.  It  may  make,  repeal,  and  alter,  from  time  to 
time,  bye-laws  for  the  guidance  of  officers,  servants,  or  patients, 
and  for  the  general  management  of  the  Institution. 

XXVI. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  may  at  any  time  be 
called  by  the  Secretary,  and  he  shall  do  so,  if  required,  in 
writing,  by  the  President,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  or  any  two  members  thereof. 

XXVII. — Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  residing 
within  a  radius  of  two  miles  of  the  Infirmary  who  has  not 
attended  three  meetings  during  his  year  of  office,  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election  for  one  year. 

THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 

XXVIII. — This  Board  shall  consist  of  all  the  Medical  Officers. 
Their  duties  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all  questions 
affecting  their  department  of  the  Institution,  the  Board  to  be 
summoned  when  necessary.  The  members  of  the  Medical  Board 
shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Management,  and 
shall  report  their  conferences  to  that  Board  at  each  meeting. 
A  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary. 

XXIX.  — Any  gentleman  legally  qualified  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery,  having  succeeded  to  an  established  practice  in  the 
district,  or  having  practised  on  his  own  account,  or  as  partner, 
in  the  district  of  Newtown  for  two  years,  shall  be  eligible  for 
election.  A  Medical  Officer  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Management,  delegate  his  duties  to  another  duly  qualified 
practitioner  during  his  unavoidable  absence. 

XXX.  — No  capital  operation,  unless  urgent  occasion  require 
it,  shall  be  performed  without  a  previous  consultation  with 
another  Medical  Officer  other  than  a  partner.  No  one  shall  be 
admitted  to  see  the  practice  of  the  House  without  the  consent 
of  a  Medical  Officer,  or  that  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

TRUSTEES.— FUNDS. 

XXXI. — All  buildings,  land,  and  money,  other  than  the  sur¬ 
plus  income  referred  to  in  Rule  XXXIV.,  belonging  to  the  In¬ 
stitution,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees,  for  the  time  being, 
of  the  Institution,  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds, 
documents,  and  other  papers  relating  thereto.  All  money  shall 
be  invested  by  them  from  time  to  time  as  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Management.  The  Trustees  shall  present  a  report  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  setting  forth  the  property 
held  by  the  Institution,  and  the  nature  and  place  of  deposit  of 
the  deeds  relating  thereto,  with  a  certificate  that  they  have 
examined  them. 
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XXXII. — The  names  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  read  over  at 
every  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  and  when  the 
number  is  reduced  below  four,  new  Trustees  up  to  that  number 
shall  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies.  New 
Trustees  may  also  be  appointed  at  a  special  meeting  of 
Governors  duly  called  for  that  purpose.  The  Governors  may 
remove  any  Trustee  by  resolution. 

XXXIII. — The  property  and  money  so  vested  in  the  Trustees 
shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Governors,  and  to  any 
appropriation  by  them  for  any  uses  whatsoever  tor  the  benefit 
of  the  Institution. 

XXXIV. — The  Board  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  deal 
with  any  surplus  in  such  manner  as  they  in  their  discretion 
shall  think  proper.  Surplus  income  means  subscriptions, 
legacies,  donations,  or  other  monies  received,  gained,  or  ac¬ 
cumulated  in  any  one  year  other  than  legacies  and  donations 
given  for  a  definitely  prescribed  purpose. 

HONORARY  TREASURER. 

XXXV. — The  Hon.  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  pay  all  monies 
on  account  of  the  Institution.  Payments  of  accounts  due  shall 
be  made  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Management. 


SECRETARY. 

XXXVI. — The  Secretary  shall  give  due  notice  of  all 
meetings,  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  have 
charge  of  all  papers  and  records  of  the  Institution  other 
than  those  referred  to  in  Rule  XXXI. 

AUDITOR. 

XXXVII. — The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  cf 
the  institution,  and,  when  necessary,  report  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Management,  and  shall  examine  and  sign  the  annual 
balance  sheet. 


LADIES’  COMMITTEE. 

XXXVIII. — The  Board  of  Management  may  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  ladies  to  visit  the  Institution,  and  report  thereon  in 
the  “  Ladies’  Committee  Book,”  with  their  remarks  and  sug¬ 
gestions. 


HOUSE  ESTABLISHMENT. 

XXXIX. — The  House  Establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Matron, 
Nurses,  and  Servants,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  and  be 
liable  to  dismissal  by  the  Board  of  Management,  and  they  shall 
obey  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Management,  by  whom  their 
duties  shall  be  defined. 


IN-PATIENTS. 

XL. — No  cases,  except  those  of  accident  and  those  provided 
ior  in  Rule  XLIV.,  shall  be  admitted  without  a  recommendation 
under  Rule  IX.,  which  must  be  signed  by  one  of  the  Medical 
Officers  as  attesting  the  medical  or  surgical  fitness  of  the  caM 
for  admission. 
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XLI. — Any  person  in  necessitous  circumstances,  being  ciulj 
recommended,  may  be  admitted  by  the  Board  oi  Management 
at  their  weekly  meeting,  unless  ineligible  under  the  following 

Rules. 

XLII. — The  following  persons  shall  be  inadmissible  as  in¬ 
patients,  and  if  inadvertently  admitted,  shall  be  removed  as 
soon  as  the  Board  of  Management  deem  advisable: — Persons  of 
unsound  mind;  persons  having  or  suspected  to  have  any  in¬ 
fectious  or  contagious  disorder;  persons  suffering  from  old 
habitual  ulcers,  cancer  not  admitting  of  operation,  consumption 
or  dropsy  in  their  last  stages,  scrofula  of  long  standing,  epileptic 
or  convulsive  fits;  persons  deemed  incurable  or  in  a  dying  con¬ 
dition;  persons  capable  of  receiving  equal  benefits  as  out¬ 
patients. 

XLIII. — No  person  in  receipt  of  parochial  relief  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  as  an  in-patient,  unless  a  weekly  payment  towards  Ins 
or  her  maintenance  in  the  Infirmary  be  undertaken  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Union  to  which  he  or  she  shall  belong. 

XLIV. — Every  patient  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  is  able  to  make  some  contribution  towards  the 
funds  of  the  Infirmary,  shall  be  required  to  contribute  such  sum 
as  the  Board  of  Management  shall  in  their  discretion  think  fit. 
Persons  not  in  necessitous  circumstances,  if  otherwise  eligible, 
may  be  admitted  by  the  Board  of  Management  on  their  agreeing 
to  make  adequate  payment  fcr  ail  charges,  and  such  persons 
shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  a  recommendation  as  provided 
for  in  Rule  XL. 

XLV. — In  case  of  accident,  the  Matron  may  admit  any  person 
not  suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious  disease;  and  also 
other  cases  of  urgent  emergency  subject  to  the  approval  of 
one  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Institution.  A  recommen¬ 
dation  must  be  obtained  and  presented  at  the  next  weekly 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  confirmation  or  other¬ 
wise,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  XLIV. 

XLV1. — In  case  of  rejection  of  any  patient,  a  letter  shall  be 
sent  to  the  reoommender  acquainting  him  of  the  cause  thereof. 

XLVII. — A  patient,  duly  recommended  and  qualified,  who 
cannot  be  at  once  admitted  for  want  of  room,  shall  be  received 
into  the  House  upon  the  first  vacancy,  and  in  the  meantime 
shall  be  treated  as  an  out-patient. 

REGISTRATION  FEE. 

XL VIII. — Patients  shall  be  charged  a  registration  fee  of  one 
shilling  upon  admission,  and  upon  each  renewal,  but  this  fee 
may  be  remitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
if  special  circumstances  seem  to  require  it.' 

NOTICES. 

XLXX.— All  notices  may  be  sent  by  post. 
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BpHaius  for  tbc  Direction  of  tbe  house  Committee. 


1.  — The  Board  of  Management,  at  the  first  meeting  after  their 
election  in  each  year,  shall  elect  five  of  their  members  to  form 
the  House  Committee  ;  the  Chairman  and  the  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Management  shall  be  ex-officio  members  thereof. 

2.  — The  Committee  shall  elect  their  own  Chairman. 

3.  — The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each 
month,  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  deem  neces¬ 
sary.  Three  members  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  read  over  at  the  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management,  for  confirmation 
or  otherwise. 

4.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  select  tradesmen  to  be 
dealt  with  during  their  year  oi  office,  and  to  make  contracts 
for  the  supply  of  goods,  and  for  repairs,  etc.,  necessary  for  the 
upkeep  of  the  Institution,  but  the  incurring  of  any  extraordinary 
expenditure  exceeding  the  sum  of  £2  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

5.  — The  Matron  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  shall  engage  such  nurses,  probationers,  and  indoor 
servants  as  they  deem  necessary,  upon  such  terms  as  they  decide. 
She  shall  report  to  the  House  Committee  any  changes  in  the  staff 
and  the  cause  thereof.  The  arrangements  for  the  holidays  of  the 
staff  shall  be  submitted  to  the  House  Committee  and  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  their  approval. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  at  least  once  a  month  inspect  the 
whole  of  the  Infirmary  premises,  and  shall  see  that  the  In¬ 
stitution  is  kept  in  proper  repair  and  order,  that  the  patients’ 
dietary  is  satisfactory,  and  that  due  care  is  taken  to  ensure 
their  comfort. 

7.  — Every  in-patient  shall,  before  leaving  the  Infirmary,  be 
interviewed  by  a  member  of  the  Committee,  who  shall  enquire 
whether  the  patient  has  any  complaint  to  make  as  to  food, 
comfort,  or  treatment,  and  such  complaints,  if  any,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Complaint  Book,  and  afterwards  considered  by 
the  Committ-ee.  Each  member  of  the  Committee  shall  place  his 
initials  opposite  the  name  of  each  patient  he  interviews,  in  the 
In-patients’  Register. 

8.  — The  Committee  shall  require  the  Matron  to  furnish  them 
at  least  once  a  year  with  an  inventory  of  the  linen  belonging  to 
the  Institution,  an  inventory  of  Surgical  Instruments  and 
Appliances,  and  an  account  of  the  stock  of  drugs,  etc.,  in  hand. 

9.  — Any  unusual  circumstance  affecting  the  patient,  the  staff, 
or  the  premises,  occurring  in  the  Infirmary,  shall  at  once  be 
reported  by  the  Matron  to  the  Chairman  or  a  member  of  the 
House  Committee,  who  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  members 
at  their  next  ordinary  meeting,  or,  m  case  of  urgency,  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Committee  convened  for  the  purpose. 

10.  — The  Committee  shall  see  that  the  Regulations  laid  down 
by  the  Board  of  Management  for  the  conduct  of  the  Institution 

ire  duly  observed. 
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Bpe*lau>$  for  tbc  Direction  of  tbe  Finance  Committee 


1.  — The  Board  of  Management,  at  the  first  meeting  after  their 
election  in  each  year,  shall  elect  four  of  their  members  to  form 
the  Finance  Committee  ;  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Management  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  shall  be  ex- 
officio  members  thereof. 

2.  — The  Committee  shall  elect  their  own  chairman. 

3.  — The  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  whenever  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Secretary  deem  it  necessary.  Three  members  shall 
form  a  quorum.  The  proceedings  at  their  meetings  shall  be 
reported  at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  for  confirmation  or  otherwise. 

4.  — The  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  examine  the  Bank 
Pass  Book,  and  any  deficit  balance  therein  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Management. 

5.  — The  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  revise  the  list  of 
Annual  Subscriptions,  and  take  such  steps  as  they  deem  ad« 
visable  for  securing  new  subscribers. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  Annual  Saturday  and  Fair  Day  Collections  at  such  time 
of  the  year  as  they  may  decide  ;  they  shall  take  steps  to  solicit 
contributions  from  places  of  worship,  and  shall  sanction  and 
encourage  the  promotion  of  such  entertainments  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Institution  as  they  deem  advisable. 

7.  — The  Committee  shall  take  steps  to  secure  investments  for 
any  surplus  income,  and  shall  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the 
security  offered  previous  to  reporting  upon  same  to  the  Board 
of  Management. 

8.  — Cheques  for  the  payment  of  accounts  shall  be  signed  by 
any  two  members  of  the  Committee,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  but  such  members  shall  first  satisfy  themselves  that 
the  accounts  are  correct. 

9.  — The  Committee  shall  arrange  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  patient* 
under  Rule  XLIV. 
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
